On May 24, 1988, Congressman Donald E. "Buz" Lukens was 
interviewed at his office, 117 Cannon Building, Washington, D.C. 
20515, telephone number (202)225-6205 by representatives of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) . Lukens advised as 
follows: 


. , Lukens was advised he was being interviewed concerning 

his foreign bloc travel and contacts. Lukens was very 
cooperative and talked openly about his overseas bloc travel. He 
stated he had never been approached by any Hostile Intelligence 
Service (HIS) and was fully aware of HIS techniques and 
procedures due to his prior work in the United States Air Force, 
Office of Special Investigation in the counterintelligence field. 
Lukens was advised of the FBI's Foreign Counterintelligence 
program and the fact that he could possibly be a target for 
exploitation by bloc intelligence services due to his position as 
a U.S. Congressman and a member of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee.
